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REMARKS 

Entry and consideration of this Amendment arc respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 and 3-1 1 arc pending. Applicants add claims 10 and 1 1 to further define the 
invention by way of this Amendment. Claims 10 and 1 1 describe the numerical ranges in the 
composition of the solder bump, as described on page 1 1 of the Specification. None of the cited 
references teach or suggest this composition. 

Turning to the prior art rejections of claims 1 and 3-9, Applicants respectfully submit that 
these claims are patentable for the following reasons. 

First, claims 1 and 5 are patentable because it would not have been obvious to modify 
Omote in view of Hashimoto. Although Hashimoto discloses a solder bump, there is no 
motivation for adding a solder bump to the terminal in Omotc. 

Moreover, it would not have been obvious to use the claimed material composition of 
claim I for the solder bump in Omote. Lubrano is merely directed to soldering pieces together, 
such as in plumbing. In particular, Lubrano is directed to providing a solder that is as workable 
as the previous lead solders. There is no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the ail to turn to 
the plumbing solder in Lubrano for use in an electrical circuit board in which electrical 
connectivity is a primary consideration. 

In view of the foreaoina, claims 1 and 3-11 arc now believed to be in form for allowance, 
and such action is hereby solicited.
